To  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of  Newark — 

Sir.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Borough  for 
the  year  1955. 

The  report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  17  55  and  with  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  I  am  again  able  to  include  for  the  information  of  the  Council 
a  section  showing  the  work  carried  out  through  the  personal  health 
services  which  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

The  health  of  the  population  continued  to  be  good  with  no  epidemic 
of  the  more  serious  diseases.  There  was  however  a  considerable 
outbreak  of  measles  which  lasted  from  April  to  August  with  584 
notifications,  a  number  which  was  without  doubt  well  short  of  the 
actual  number  of  cases.  Diphtheria  was  again  absent  but  the  number 
of  immunisations  carried  out  decreased.  Fortunately,  in  October, 
the  combined  injections  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
became  available  through  the  Public  Health  Department  arrangements 
and  as  mothers  still  have  knowledge  of  the  strain  imposed  on  children 
(and  mothers)  by  the  latter  disease  I  hope  that  the  number  of  children 
receiving  “immunisation”  in  1956  will  be  very  much  increased. 

Throughout  the  year  a  general  survey  of  housing  conditions  was 
carried  out  and  decisions  arrived  at  as  to  the  most  appropriate  areas 
in  which  to  start  clearance  of  unfit  houses.  It  was  realised  that  a 
proportion  of  occupants  of  houses  to  be  cleared  were  people  with 
roots  well  fixed  in  the  central  parts  of  the  town  and  would  be  better 
rehoused  near  their  present  residence,  it  was  therefore  decided  to 
endeavour  to  commence  with  central  areas  where  redevelopment 
would  be  possible.  At  the  time  of  writing  No.  1  area  is  almost  due 
for  demolition  and  No.  2  area  is  ready  for  “representation"  to  the 
Council. 

The  slaughterhouses  taken  over  in  1954  by  the  Corporation  and 
maintained  by  the  Butchers  Association  were  considerably  improved 
but  are  still  not  of  such  a  standard  that  indefinite  delay  should  be 
allowed  in  the  provision  of  a  new  public  abattoir.  Newark  is  in  the 
midst  of  a  cattle  rearing  district  and  has  a  progressive  Council  owned 
cattlemarket.  The  Borough  is  worthy  of  a  good  Council  owned 
abattoir. 
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The  present  sewage  disposal  plant  was  constructed  in  1924  when 
the  population  was  17,000  and  the  daily  domestic  water  consumption 
was  15  gallons  per  head.  The  future  envisaged  population  was 
20,000.  With  a  population  of  over  23,000  and  a  great  increase  in 
the  use  of  water  per  head  the  plant  is  overloaded  and  not  capable  of 
dealing  with  the  amount  of  sewage  delivered.  Steps  were  taken 
during  1955  with  a  view  to  the  construction  of  new  works  and  as  the 
present  unsatisfactory  position  is  steadily  becoming  worse  every 
endeavour  should  be  made  to  hasten  the  proposed  new  works. 

I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  Department  and  to  the  Staff  of  other  departments  (both  Cor¬ 
poration  and  County  Council)  for  their  co-operation  throughout  the 
year.  Especially  do  I  wish  to  thank  the  public  health  staff  for  carrying 
on  so  adequately  the  work  of  the  Department  during  my  enforced 
absence  from  duty  in  the  early  part  of  1956  and  the  clerical  staff  for 
the  statistical  work  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

The  only  work  carried  out  during  the  year  was  the  examination  of 
8  specimens  of  sputum  for  tubercle  bacilli  of  which  1  was  found  to 
be  positive.  For  the  first  year  on  record  there  was  no  swab  received 
lor  diphtheria  bacilli  examination.

Infectious  Disease 

The  total  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year  was 
733,  which  is  the  highest  figure  on  record. 

Measles 

A  new  record  in  the  number  of  measles  notifications  received  was 
established  during  the  year  with  a  figure  of  584.  This  exceeds  the 
previous  highest  total  received  in  1951  by  170.  The  outbreak  which 
commenced  in  the  middle  of  April,  carried  on  until  the  end  of  August 
with  the  peak  being  reached  during  the  week  ended  the  11th  |une 
when  121  cases  were  notified. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  age  group  table  printed  on  a  later  page  that 
the  hardest  hit  age  group  was  that  of  5-10  years. 


Whooping  Cough 

There  were  81  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  during  the  year 
which  is  a  decrease  of  158  compared  with  the  1954  record  figure  of  239. 
All  the  notifications  were  in  respect  of  children  under  the  age  of  10 
years.  73  of  the  notifications  were  received  during  the  last  three 
months  of  the  year.  There  was  one  death  from  this  disease. 

3  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 
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1  am  pleased  to  write  that  the  County  Council  has  authorised  an 
extension  to  the  arrangements  under  Section  26  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  and  combined  immunisation  against  diph¬ 
theria  and  whooping  cough  is  now  offered,  both  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  by  practitioners  taking  part  in  the  scheme. 

This  came  into  operation  during  the  month  of  October  and,  as 
mothers  heard  of  this  additional  service,  consents  were  soon  being 
received. 

The  immunisation  consists  of  three  injections  given  at  monthly 
intervals  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  inoculations  commence  at 
four  months  of  age  thereby  attaining  immunity  as  soon  as  possible 
in  the  child’s  life.

The  low  figure  for  Public  Health  Department  immunisations  was, 
of  course,  due  to  the  fact  that  three  injections  of  monthly  intervals 
are  necessary  and  it  was  impossible  to  complete  these  before  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever 

17  notifications  were  received  during  the  year  which  is  59  less  than 
for  1954.  11  of  the  cases  were  in  the  5-10  year  age  group. 

Of  the  17  cases,  11  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  visits  in  each  case  but  no  source  of 
infection  was  traced. 

Pneumonia 

There  were  10  cases  of  pneumonia  notified  during  the  year  com¬ 
pared  with  4  in  1954.  All  the  cases,  apart  from  a  child  of  8  years, 
were  adults  over  the  age  of  35  years. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) 

5  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  but  only  2  were  confirmed  as 
infantile  paralysis. 

Both  the  cases  were  notified  during  the  month  of  August.  The 
first  case,  a  girl  of  5,  was  admitted  to  Isolation  Hospital  and  was  later 
transferred  to  Harlow  Wood  Hospital  as  a  paralytic  case.  The 
second  case,  a  boy  of  5  years,  was  admitted  to  Isolation  Hospital  and 
was  later  transferred  to  the  Nottingham  City  Hospital  as  a  paralytic 
case. 
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The  cases  resided  at  opposite  ends  of  the  town  and  no  source  of 
infection  was  discovered  in  either  case. 

Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary) 

25  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  14  in  1954.  As  shown  in  the  tuberculosis  table  on  a 
later  page  there  were  two  children  notified  of  and  under  school  age, 
being  sisters  aged  2  and  12  years.  8  of  the  new  cases  were  admitted 
to  hospital  or  sanatorium  within  one  month  of  notification  whilst  4 
were  in  hospital  at  the  time  of  notification.  One  was  admitted  after 
4  months  and  one  after  10  months  of  notification. 

Tuberculosis  (Non  Pulmonary) 

3  cases  of  tuberculosis  other  than  lung  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year  as  against  1  in  1954.  One  was  a  boy  of  8  years  with  the 
site  of  the  disease  being  Meninges  whilst  the  other  two  cases  were 
girls  aged  15  and  20  years  with  the  site  of  the  disease  being  Hip  and 
Neck  Glands  respectively.  Two  of  the  cases  were  in  hospital  at  the 
time  of  notification. 


Smallpox 

No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year. 

The  vaccination  arrangements  continued  as  in  the  past  with  monthly 
sessions  being  held  at  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  medical 
officer  making  periodical  visits  to  homes  where  it  was  inconvenient 
for  the  mother  to  attend  the  centre. 

88  vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  the  department  during  the 
year  which  is  an  increase  of  2  compared  with  the  1954  figure. 

The  number  of  vaccination  record  cards  received  from  medical 
practitioners  during  1955  numbered  97  compared  with  115  in  1954. 

Diphtheria 

For  the  11th  consecutive  year  there  was  no  notification  of  this 
disease. 

As  stated  on  an  earlier  page  the  combined  inoculation  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  has  now  been  introduced  into  the 
district  and  it  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  by  virtue  of  being  able  to 
obtain  the  combined  injection  the  number  of  children  receiving  im¬ 
munity  against  diphtheria  will  increase. 

The  following  table  indicates  that  the  figures  for  the  department 
and  the  cards  received  from  private  practitioners  decreased  when 
compared  with  the  1954  figures.

Dysentery 

There  were  3  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  notified  during  the  year, 
all  being  from  the  same  family.  The  first  case  was  a  child  of  15  months 
notified  by  the  General  Hospital  as  suffering  from  Sonne  Dysentery 
at  the  beginning  of  December.  A  routine  check  at  the  child’s  home 
established  that  a  party  had  taken  place  at  the  end  of  November  when 
16  people  attended  and,  as  one  of  the  parents  of  the  child  gave  a 
history  of  diarrhoea,  it  was  decided  to  call  on  the  families  that  attended 
the  party.  The  outcome  of  this  was  that  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Lincoln  confirmed  2  adults  and  4  children  as  positive  to  this  disease. 
All  precautions  were  taken  but  it  was  not  until  early  in  1956  that  all 
the  patients  were  confirmed  as  negative.  During  the  course  of 
investigations  it  was  not  possible  to  trace  the  source  of  the  infection.

Infestation 

No  report  of  scabies  was  received  and  no  special  action  was  required 
by  the  Public  Health  Department  to  deal  with  louse  infestation. 

Clean  Food  Campaign 

Routine  visits  to  food  premises  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  which  is  obtained  from  the  Bunter  Sandstone  at 
Farnsfield  and  Clay  Lane,  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 
Both  supplies  are  chlorinated. 

During  the  year,  1639  yards  of  new  mains  were  laid  on  the  Hawton 
Road  housing  estate. 

The  results  of  water  samples  taken  in  the  Borough  were  as  follows

The  unsatisfactory  samples  refer  to  4  cases  of  well  water.  Legal 
notices  have  been  served  and  the  Local  Authoritv  have  invited  tenders 
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for  carrying  out  the  work  of  installing  a  piped  supply  to  replace  the 
well  water.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  a  main  is  laid  and  connections 
made. 


Rodent  Infestation 

The  method  of  dealing  with  rat  and  mice  infestation  continued  to 
be  by  “block”  system  for  dwelling  houses  and  business  premises.  All 
complaints  of  infestation  were  investigated  and  special  treatments 
were  given  where  necessary.  Regular  sewer  treatments  were  also 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  dealt  with  during  the  year  was 
1528  which  is  the  highest  figure  on  record  and  205  more  than  last  year. 
The  number  of  business  premises  treated  also  increased  to  142  from 
118  in  1954. 

The  estimated  number  of  rats  killed  was  once  again  lower  than  the 
previous  year’s  figure  i.e.  7295  as  against  7670  in  1954.  The  amount 
of  Warfarin  used,  however,  has  increased  from  21.10  lb.  to  24.1  lb. 
and  it  is  from  this  poison  that  we  are  unable  to  estimate  a  kill. 

As  it  is  on  the  number  of  bodies  found  that  the  general  public 
estimate  the  success  of  a  treatment  it  is  gratifying  to  see  that  the 
number  of  bodies  collected  has  increased  in  1955  to  1146  from  the 
1954  figure  of  1003.

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are  available 
where  domestic  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person 
who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or 
a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks  from 
the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday,  and 
her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households  of 
old  or  infirm  people  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above  duties 
as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  3s.  Od.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s  Scale 
of  Assistance  is  applied.

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Housing  and  Public  Health  Administration 

In  my  last  year’s  report  1  referred  to  the  increase  in  inspectorial 
staff  and  my  hopes  for  progress  in  the  field  of  Housing  Inspection. 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  this  is  now  becoming  a  fact.  The  quite 
notable  increase  in  the  number  of  Housing  Inspections  and  re-inspec¬ 
tions  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  —  1,924  and  741  compared 
with  582  and  280  correspondingly  —  is  due  in  part  to  a  rapid  general 
overall  survey  which  was  carried  out  to  bring  up  to  date  our  ideas 
and  information  on  the  state  and  quantity  of  sub-standard  property 
in  the  town.  This  resulted  in  a  report  to  the  effect  that  there  were  at 
least  800  sub-standard  dwellings  in  the  Borough,  of  wThich  a  minimum 
of  300  considered  as  the  lowest  grade,  should  be  earmarked  for 
priority  treatment  as,  say,  a  five  year  plan.  An  area,  albeit  a  small 
one,  of  26  houses  has  been  represented,  and  marks  the  opening  of  the 
Council’s  post  war  drive  on  the  sub-standard  dwellings,  of  which  the 
town  has  been  found  to  contain,  for  its  size,  an  unduly  high  propor¬ 
tion.  The  Year  for  Housing  Returns  does  not  coincide  with  the 
Calendar  Year  under  review,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that,  before  the  end 
of  the  Housing  Year,  the  Council  will  have  found  a  way  to  increase 
this  small  number  to  one  which  it  is  felt  would  be  more  realistic,  and 
more  in  true  proportion  to  the  magnitude  of  the  task  now  being 
undertaken. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  welcome  the  adoption  by  the  Council  of 
Bye-laws  for  controlling  the  emission  of  Smoke.  In  a  market  town 
situated  in  the  centre  of  agricultural  development,  it  has  always  been 
a  source  of  surprise  to  us  that  the  industries  within  the  Borough  do 
not  appear  to  have  been  unduly  perturbed  by  the  waste  and  inefficiency, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  nuisance,  they  blatantly  exhibited  by  the  clouds 
of  smoke  they  have,  from  time  to  time,  sent  rolling  out  of  their  very 
obvious  chimneys. 

The  industrial  life  of  the  town  is  now  advised  that  excessive  smoke 
not  only  demonstrates  preventable  waste  of  valuable  fuel,  it  also 
transgresses  the  law  of  the  Borough. 

It  is  regretted  that  in  one  instance  our  persuasiveness  was  not 
sufficient,  and  that  we  had  to  apply  for  the  full  backing  of  the  Council 
to  enforce  a  group  of  owners  to  connect  their  property  to  a  new  water 
main  which  the  Council  had  specifically  laid  for  the  purpose,  so  that 
the  tenants  would  not  be  obliged  to  rely  for  their  sole  water  supply 
on  a  well  which  had  been  proved  to  be  grossly  contaminated. 

Otherwise  owners  and  agents  have  been  most  co-operative,  and 
the  fact  that  more  letters  and  informal  notices  have  been  written  this 
year  (151  as  against  99 )  is  due  to  the  fact  that  more  visits  have  been 
possible  with  the  increased  staff.  The  co-operation  is  shown  in  that 
by  the  close  of  the  year,  most  of  the  informal  notices  have  been 
complied  with. 
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Food  Administration 

The  year  under  review  is  the  first  year  of  the  operation  of  the 
group  of  Slaughterhouses  taken  over  from  the  Ministry  on  de-control 
of  meat  rationing,  as  a  Municipal  Abattoir.  The  abattoir  is  being 
run  and  managed  by  the  Slaughtering  Committee  of  the  Newark 
Butchers  Association,  under  the  general  supervision  of  your  inspectors, 
one  of  whom  is  present  full  time  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  every 
carcase  that  is  sent  out  from  the  abattoir.  The  abattoir  now  serves 
all  the  butchers  in  the  Borough  (with  the  exception  only  of  the  multiple 
firms)  and  the  majority  of  the  butchers  in  the  Rural  District. 

There  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  through-put  of  the  abattoir  this 
first  year  of  de-control,  as  compared  with  1954  (10,323  as  against 
12,857  animals)  but  it  must  be  noted  that  the  reduction  in  total  number 
is  almost  entirely  made  up  by  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  bulls, 
cows  and  calves  slaughtered.  In  other  words  this  reduction  i 
number  in  actual  fact  reflects  an  increase  in  quality.  The  butchers 
have  chosen  to  buy  only  what  they  know  the  housewife  chooses  to 
buy. 

A  considerable  amount  of  improvement  work  and  mechanisation 
has  been  carried  out  to  improve  the  slaughtering  conditions,  but  we 
feel  that  it  would  be  appropriate  to  remark  that  no  amount  of  embroid¬ 
ery  will  make  a  silk  purse  out  of  a  sow’s  ear. 

W  e  look  forward  in  1956  to  the  coming  into  force  of  new  Regula¬ 
tions  to  enable  us  to  be  somewhat  more  strict  with  regard  to  Food 
Hygiene.  We  have  no  doubt  that  the  progressive  tradesmen  and 
establishments  will  co-operate  with  us  fully  in  the  establishing  of  a 
routine  of  hygienic  handling  and  behaviour  in  food  establishments. 
There  is  no  doubt  that,  as  with  any  improvements  worth  anything, 
the  improvements  and  alterations  to  food  premises  to  bring  them  up 
to  the  new  standards  are  going  to  cost  money,  the  money  of  the 
tradesman.  We  trust  that  the  tradesman  will  be  sufficiently  far 
sighted  to  regard  the  money  spent  on  these  improvements  as  invest¬ 
ment,  an  investment  in  hygiene,  in  cleanliness,  and  hence  in  the  good¬ 
will  of  his  business. 

We  would  like  to  think  that  we  could  expect  assistance  from  the 
housewife-shopper  in  the  enforcing  of  the  Regulations,  but  quite 
trankly,  we  don’t  think  we  shall  get  it.  If  the  housewife  buying, 
say  for  example,  cakes,  saw  the  assistant  open  a  bag  by  blowing  into 
it,  the  housewife  should  request  that  that  particular  bag  be  crumpled 
up  and  a  fresh,  clean  one  be  used.  But  will  she? 

We  must  also  remark,  still  referring  to  hygiene,  on  the  Market 
Place.  The  town  is  very  proud  of  its  mediaeval  market  place.  We 
hope  that  it  will  not  be  content  to  condone  the  market’s  mediaeval 
standards  of  food  hygiene.

Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1955. 

The  report  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  17/55.  The  County  Medical  Officer  has  kindly 
forwarded  to  me  information  regarding  the  personal  health  services 
carried  out  in  the  District  under  the  direct  control  of  the  County 
Council  and  this  is  included  as  I  am  sure  it  is  of  interest  to  members. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  was  good  with  no  epidemic 
of  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases  but  after  last  year’s  remission, 
notifications  of  measles  reached  the  record  figure  of  796  i.e.  over  300 
more  than  the  464  recorded  in  1953.  Diphtheria  was  absent  from  the 
District  for  the  ninth  successive  year  which  clearly  indicates  the  value 
of  immunisation.  In  October  immunisation  against  whooping 
cough  was  commenced  and  I  hope  it  will  be  as  successful  as  that 
against  diphtheria.  At  the  time  of  writing  the  combined  injections 
against  these  diseases  has  given  a  boost  to  the  falling  figures  of  diph¬ 
theria  immunisations.  Parents  still  know  the  troubles  of  whooping 
cough  although  most  of  them  have  forgotten  the  awful  results  of 
diphtheria. 

During  the  year  preliminary  surveys  were  made  with  a  view  to 
action  under  “Slum  Clearance”.  With  a  large  scattered  area  such  as 
Southwell  Rural  District  this  entailed  a  considerable  amount  of  work 
after  which  decisions  on  priority  had  to  be  made  and  the  work  of 
detailed  inspections  carried  out. 

New  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  came  into  force  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  With  the  backing  of  these  we  hope  to  get  improvements 
undertaken  in  food  shops,  canteens,  etc.  The  slaughterhouse  facilities 
have  worked  smoothly  but  Saturday  and  Sunday  slaughtering  has 
entailed  overtime  duties  for  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  on  these  days  and 
it  is  difficult  to  find  any  solution  to  this  in  the  present  circumstances. 

1  record  my  thanks  to  the  Staff  of  the  Department  for  their  help 
throughout  the  year  and  to  the  officers  of  other  departments  for  their 
co-operation.  1  also  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  continued  support.

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Infectious  Diseases 


The  total  of  1023  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the 
year  was  the  highest  number  on  record.  The  previous  highest  was 
772  in  1940. 

Measles 

There  were  796  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  year.  This  is 
the  highest  number  on  record  and  exceeds  by  234  the  previous  highest 
figure  of  562  received  in  1940,  the  first  year  that  the  notification  of 
measles  became  compulsory. 

The  cases,  which  were  spread  over  the  first  nine  months  of  the 
year,  reached  their  peak  during  the  month  of  March  when  250  noti¬ 
fications  were  received. 

The  hardest  hit  age  group  was  the  5-10  years  with  376  of  the  cases. 
389  of  the  remaining  cases  were  under  school  age.  5  cases  were 
admitted  to  hospital. 

Whooping  Cough 

145  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year  com¬ 
pared  with  124  in  1954.  The  cases  were  scattered  throughout  the 
first  nine  months  of  the  year.  85  of  the  cases  notified  were  under 
school  age. 

The  combined  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  was  approved  by  the  County  Council  to  be  commenced  in  this 
district  from  October,  1955.  I  feel  sure  that  the  new  scheme  will  be 
well  utilised  and  the  success  will,  of  course,  show  in  the  number  of 
whooping  cough  notifications  received  in  the  coming  years. 

The  complete  course  consists  of  three  injections  given  at  one 
monthly  intervals  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  injections  commence 
at  4  months  of  age  thereby  giving  the  child  an  early  immunity.

As  the  Public  Health  Department  did  not  introduce  the  scheme 
until  October  it  was  not  possible  for  any  complete  courses  to  be  given 
during  the  year  due  to  the  fact  that  three  injections  of  monthly  intervals 
are  necessary. 

Scarlet  Fever 

35  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year  which  is  6  less 
than  in  1954.  27  of  the  cases  were  children  of  school  age  with  6 

being  pre-school  children.  16  of  the  cases  notified  were  residents  of 
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Clipstone  although  the  notifications  were  spread  over  the  whole  of 
the  year. 

7  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Dysentery 

There  were  two  cases  of  dysentery  notified  during  the  year.  The 
first  case,  a  girl  of  3  years,  was  notified  during  March  whilst  the 
second  case,  a  female  of  82  years,  was  notified  in  July.  Investigations 
were  made  but  no  causitive  agent  was  discovered. 

Infantile  Paralysis 

5  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year  but  only  4 
were  confirmed. 

The  first  case,  a  boy  of  6  years,  was  notified  during  the  month  of 
August  and  was  admitted  to  Isolation  Hospital  and  later  confirmed  as 
having  slight  paralysis  of  the  right  leg.  The  second  case,  a  man  of 
26  years,  was  admitted  to  Isolation  Hospital  in  September  after 
returning  from  a  touring  holiday  in  Devon  and  Cornwall.  He  was 
confirmed  as  a  paralytic  case  and  was  later  transferred  to  the  Harlow 
Wood  Hospital.  The  third  case  was  a  boy  of  2  years  who  was  admit- 
red  to  Isolation  Hospital  during  September,  confirmed  as  a  paralytic 
case,  and  then  transferred  to  Nottingham  City  Hospital.  The  fourth 
case,  a  boy  of  18  years,  was  admitted  to  Isolation  Hospital  in  Decem¬ 
ber  and  transferred  to  Harlow  Wood  Hospital  as  a  paralytic  case. 

Although  investigations  were  made  in  each  case  no  definite  source 
of  infection  was  discovered. 

Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary) 

There  were  24  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the 
year  which  is  an  increase  of  9  on  the  1954  figure.  The  sexes  were 
equally  divided. 

Deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  numbered  7  compared  with 
5  in  1954. 

13  of  the  new  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  or  sanatorium  within 
one  month  of  notification  whilst  1  was  in  hospital  at  the  time  of 
notification.  3  were  admitted  within  two  months  of  notification  and 
1  within  three  months. 

Tuberculosis  (Non  Pulmonary) 

3  cases  of  tuberculosis  other  than  lung  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  5  in  1954.  Two  of  the  cases  notified  were 
females  with  the  site  of  infection  being  the  abdomen  and  the  spine 
respectively,  whilst  the  site  of  the  infection  of  the  male  was  the 
meninges.  All  three  cases  were  in  hospital  at  the  time  of  notification. 

There  was  one  death  from  non  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
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Pneumonia 

9  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received  during  the  year  which 
is  2  less  than  the  1954  figure.  4  of  the  cases  were  in  the  5-10  age 
group. 

Paratyphoid 

No  case  of  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  was  notified  during  the  year. 
At  the  beginning  of  September  an  outbreak  of  paratyphoid,  traced  to 
the  consumption  of  infected  pork  products,  occurred  in  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  district  and,  as  a  result,  it  was  necessary  to  investigate  possible 
sources  of  infection  in  this  district.  Visits  were  made  to  farms  and 
swabs  were  taken  but  all  reports  received  were  in  the  negative. 

Smallpox 

There  were  no  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  district  during  the  year. 
In  March,  a  communication  was  received  from  the  Port  of 
London  Health  Authority  stating  that  a  possible  contact  of  a  smallpox 
case  had  returned  to  this  district.  Regular  visits  were  paid  to  the 
contact  but  no  ill  effects  were  shown  by  him. 

The  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  year  was  141  compared  with  176  in  1954. 
266  vaccination  record  cards  were  received  from  Medical  Practitioners 
which  is  an  increase  of  26  on  the  1954  figure. 

Diphtheria 

No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year  which  makes  it 
the  ninth  year  in  succession  that  we  have  been  free  from  this  disease.

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are  available 
throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to  the  presence 
in  a  household  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother, 
mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks  from 
the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday,  and 
her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households  of 
old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above  duties 
as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  3.  Od.,  per  hour,  but  where  the  applicant 
is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assist¬ 
ance  is  applied.

The  Council  has  no  steam  disinfecting  plant  and  where  necessary 
arrangements  are  made  with  neighbouring  authorities. 

Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks 

In  connection  with  the  Paratyphoid  outbreak  at  Kirkby-in-Ashfield, 
the  consumption  of  infected  pork  was  thought  to  be  the  source  of 
the  outbreak.

Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  District  for  the  year 
1955. 

Circular  17  55  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  indicated  items  which 
should  be  reported  upon  and  the  report  has  been  compiled  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  circular.  The  County  Medical  Officer  has  once  again 
given  me,  for  inclusion,  information  regarding  the  personal  health 
services  carried  out  within  Newark  Rural  District  but  administered 
by  the  County  Council. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  throughout  the  year  was 
within  normal  limits  and  the  only  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  was 
one  of  measles.  Diphtheria  was  again  absent  this  being  the  ninth 
year  in  which  we  have  been  free  from  this  disease.  Unfortunately 
there  was  a  further  decrease  in  the  immunisation  figures.  Why 
cannot  parents  realise  the  risk  they  are  making  their  children  run? 
During  the  first  year  of  a  baby’s  life  every  effort  at  persuasion  is  made 
by  health  visitors,  nurses  and  doctors  and  again  when  the  child  enters 
school  a  further  opportunity  is  afforded  to  have  immunisation  carried 
out  but  still  an  increasing  number  of  parents  say  “No”.  Since 
October  combined  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  has  been  available,  and  1  hope  that  the  inclusion  of  whooping 
cough  will  be  a  help  in  increasing  diphtheria  immunisation  in  addition 
to  the  benefits  looked  for  in  whooping  cough  control. 

From  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  it  will  be  noted  that  the 
number  of  houses  with  a  piped  water  supply  remains  practically 
unaltered  except  for  new  properties.  The  majority  without  a  piped 
supply  are  isolated  and  to  obtain  piped  water  would  require  either 
costly  private  piping  or  costly  and  unproductive  mains  extensions. 

The  first  steps  towards  commencing  clearance  of  unfit  houses  were 
taken.  A  rapid  survey  of  the  District  indicated  that  the  parishes  of 
Balderton,  Coddington  and  Collingham  should  be  in  the  priority  list 
and  detailed  inspections  were  started  in  these  parishes.  As  must  be 
common  in  villages  elsewhere  it  has  been  found  that  a  remarkable 
proportion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  old  country  cottage  type  of 
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house  are  elderly  couples  or  elderly  widows  or  widowers  who  have 
probably  brought  up  families  in  the  house  and  the  children  have 
immigrated  to  towns  or  on  marriage  have  found  more  modern 
accommodation.  Every  effort  must  be  made  to  avoid  uprooting 
these  people  and  transplanting  them  in  unknown  territory  even 
though  it  means  delay  in  clearance  orders  becoming  operative.  We 
have  not  in  fact  a  “slum”  problem  and  the  unfit  houses  can  be  dealt 
with  steadily  without  domestic  upheavals  and  probably  financial 
difficulties  for  the  occupiers. 

I  record  my  appreciation  to  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
interest  in  public  health  work  and  their  support  throughout  the  year 
and  my  thanks  to  the  other  officials  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

Collingham,  Public  Hall  Tuesday  fortnightly  2  to  4.30  p.m. 

Farndon,  Methodist  Hall  Wednesday  fortnightly  2  to  4.30  p.m. 

Kilvington,  Womens  Institute  Wednesday  fortnightly  2  to  4.30  p.m. 

South  Clifton,  Village  Hall  Monday  fortnightly  2  to  4.30  p.m. 

Syerston,  R.A.F.  Station  Friday  fortnightly  2  to  4.30  p.m. 

Ante-natal  and  post-natal  cases  can  be  seen  at  Collingham,  Farndon, 
Kilvington,  South  Clifton,  and  Syerston  during  the  Medical  Officer’s 
Sessions  of  the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 


At  Balderton  a  separate  session  is  held  monthly  on  Friday  from 
2.0  p.m.  to  3.0  p.m. 


School  Clinics 

A  School  Clinic  is  conducted  by  the  County  Council  at  Balderton, 
Bullpit  Lane.  Sessions  are  held  weekly  on  Thursday  from  9.30  a.m. 
to  12  noon.  Doctor  in  attendance  alternate  Thursdays. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  number  of  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  received  during 
the  year  totalled  141. 

Measles 

109  notifications  of  measles  were  received  which  is  an  increase  of 
103  on  the  1954  figure. 

The  peak  period  occurred  towards  the  end  of  July  and  the  beginning 
of  August  when  over  half  of  the  cases  were  notified.  Apart  from 
one  of  the  cases  being  in  the  20-35  age  group  all  of  them  were  of  or 
under  school  age. 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  12  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year, 
the  lowest  figure  since  1951.  This  follows  the  highest  figure  on 
record  of  168  notifications  received  in  1954. 
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6  of  the  cases  notified  were  of  school  children,  5  of  pre-school,  and 
the  remaining  one  in  the  20-35  age  group. 

The  County  Council  have  now  authorised  an  extension  to  the 
arrangements  under  Section  26  of  the  National  Health  Service  /Vet, 
1946,  and  combined  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  is  now  offered,  both  under  public  health  department  arrange¬ 
ments  and  by  practitioners  taking  part  in  the  scheme.  This  came 
into  operation  during  the  month  of  October  and,  as  mothers  heard 
of  this  additional  service,  consents  were  soon  being  received. 

The  immunisation  consists  of  three  injections  given  at  monthly 
intervals  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  inoculations  commence  at 
four  months  of  age  thereby  attaining  immunity  as  soon  as  possible 
in  the  child’s  life. 

Scarlet  Fever 

3  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with 
33  in  1954.  This  is  the  lowest  number  of  notifications  since  1948 
when  the  same  number  was  received. 

2  of  the  cases  were  of  school  age  but  were  not  connected. 

Diphtheria 

For  the  ninth  year  in  succession  there  was  no  case  of  this  disease 
notified.

No  case  of  smallpox  occurred  in  the  district.  Vaccination  sessions 
continued  to  be  held  by  the  Public  Health  Department  whilst  General 
Practitioners  also  carried  out  vaccinations  when  requested.

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Dysentery 

2  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year,  being  males 
aged  2  and  7 1  respectively.

Infantile  Paralysis  (Poliomyelitis) 

One  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified  during  the  year.  This  was 
a  boy  of  7  years  of  age  who  was  admitted  to  hospital  and  later  con¬ 
firmed  as  a  non  paralytic  case. 

Tuberculosis 

Pulmonary  —  4  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  were  notified 
during  the  year  which  is  3  less  than  for  1954.  All  of  the  cases  were 
in  the  10-15  age  group. 

Non-Pulmonary  —  3  cases  of  tuberculosis  other  than  lung  disease 
were  notified.  1  was  a  female  of  19  years  with  the  site  of  infection 
being  the  Peritoneum  whilst  the  other  two  cases  were  males  of  3  and 
55  years  suffering  from  infection  of  glands.

4  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year,  the  same 
number  as  for  1954.  2  of  the  cases  were  babies  who  were  admitted

Food  preparation  premises  are  inspected  regularly. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council  provide  a  regular  collection  by  direct  labour  once  a 
fortnight  in  all  parishes. 

The  pail  closet  collection  continued  during  the  year  unchanged, 
that  is  once  a  week  in  North  and  South  Collingham  and  Balderton  by 
direct  labour  and  by  contract  in  Farndon.
